The harvester company will return to the 
ten hour day, its plants to run fifty-seven 
and one-half hours a week. Itssuperintend- 
ent declined to meet a labor committee which 
sought a renewal of the old agreement, which 
established the nine hour day. By the close 
of the week the officials of the concern ex- 
pect a large portion of the 9,000 men who 
were working before the shutdown to be 
back.

We have an 33 to bid on a big 
contract,“ the company declared, and we 
can get it if we can. put in a sufficiently low 
figure. But to make this low bid we will have 
to pay less wages. There is no other busi- 
ness of any consequence in sight. 

It you, the workers, will accept a reduc- 
tion in wages proportionate to the reduced 
bid necessary to secure the contract you will 
all have work next winter. The job will be 
big enough to keep the plant running. If you 
reject the cut the shops will have to close.” 

he offer was made to the men at the close 
of a phenomenally good year and they voted 
down the proposition, 

Six weeks ago the company began to lay off 
men. This was continued until Sept. 15, when 
all except a handful employed in one repair 
department were told to go. They were in- 
structed to take their tools with them, as the 
company could not say when, their services 
would be needed again. 

, Cut in Wages General, 

The cut in wages to go into effect today will 
be general, extending to employés in the 
office force.

WAR ENTERS NEW PHASE.

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 26, 2:30 a. m 
The division and reorganization of the Man- 
churian army, regarding which there have 
been rumors ever since the battle of Llao- 
yang, was officially announced today in an 
imperial rescript appointing Maj. Gen. Grip; 
penberg, commander of the third army corp 
in the province of Vilna, as commander of 
the second army, now being mobilized for im- 
mediate dispatch to the far east, leaving 
Gen. Kouropatkin in command of the first 
army. 

The emperor is personally convinced that 
the political as well as the military prestige 
of the empire is at stake and that every other 
considerartion must give way before the 
exigencies of war. 


Will Tax Empire’s Resources. 

The resources of the empire in men and 
money must be drained if necessary in order 
to turn the scale and vindicate the power ot 
Russia. The reorganization amounts to for- 
mal notice to the world, as the emperor 
frankly explains in his rescript, that he in- 
tends to vastly increase the number of 
troops at the theater of war in order to 
force the struggle to a successful issue in 
the.shortest possible time. It is intended 
to silence definitely all talk of foreign inter- 
vention by the announcement that Russia 
means to fight out the issue with Japan on 
the field of battle. Probably 800,000 addi- 
tional men will be placed in the field. Five 
corps, the Third, Fourth, Fifth, Eighth, 
and Sixteenth, are already destined for the 
fromt and the talk is that five more corps 
will be sent forward. 

Kouropatkin Virtually 

Eventually the creation of this second 
army involves the selection of a commander 
in chief. Not only is there no intimation in 
the rescript that Gen. Kouropatkin will have 
command of both armies, but he is distinctly 
placed upon the same footing as Gen. Grip- 
penberg.

LONDON, Sept. 26, 4a. m.—The Japanese 
are reported from Chefoo to have captured 
nine of the forts of Port Arthur and the 
Russian fleet, it is rumored, has made a 
sortie and a naval battle is said to be in 


progress. 

The general attack seems to have been 
made on Port Arthur, beginning on Sept. 19. 
The forts attacked were those dominating 
the strong positions on Erhling, Kikwan, 
and Etes hills. These forte were subjected 
to a furious bombardment for two days and 
nights and then the Japanese took them by 
assault, losing 3,000 men or more. 


Would Seal Fortress’ Doom.

HOHE RULE PLAN | 


TOR THE IRISH. 


Council “Proposed. Under 
Control of Parliament. 


Program of Reform Associatio 
Called Mischievous by the 
London Press.

LONDON, Sept. 25.—Home rule for Ireland 
in all but the name is proposed in the pro- 
gram of the Irish Reform association adopt- 
ed at Dublin last Friday and made public 
here ‘tonight. 

Under the program Ireland will have’ a 
legislature of its own to act upon all legis- 
Jation affecting Ireland. There will be also 
a financial council, under whose direction the 
$30,000,000 annually appropriated for the 
government of Ireland will be expended. 
Both the legislative body and the financial 
council, of course, will be subject to the 
British parliament. 

It is proposed that the legislative or stat- 
utory body shall consist of the Irish peers 
and the Irish members of the house of com- 
mons. To this body it is proposed all private 
bill legislation and all other Irish business 
shall be referred with power to act, subject 
to final approval or veto by parliament. 


To Handle Irish Finances.

The Chefoo correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph says that reports from official 
sources state that the fierce bombardment 
of Port Arthur is being continued night and 
day. The Russians have mounted new guns 
on the rocky precipices of Liaotishan and are 
answering shell for shell. The Japanese as- 
sert that the enemy is either well supplied 
with ammunition or is using it recklessly. 


Coast Ablaze with Guns. 

Officers of the British steamer Victoria, 
from Newchwang for Kobe, which arrived 
at Chefoo Saturday, say the coast line seemed 
to be ablaze with the flashes of the guns. 
When they were ten miles from Liaotishan 
the vessel was stopped by three Japanese tor- 
pedo boats, boarded, and examined. Later 
the steamer was intercepted by a crulser, 
but was allowed to proceed. Japanese offi- 
cers said that a great artillery engagement 
was raging. 

The bombardment was being succeeded, the 
Japanese said, by infantry attacks upon im- 
portant positions, and severe fighting was 
taking place. When the courier left Satur- 
day morning the garrison was maintaining 
a stubborn resistance. There were heavy 
casualties on both sides. 

Aim to Destroy Fleet. | 
Nothing was being left to chance to render 
the mext attack successful. That attack, if 
Japanese official opinion is to be relied upon, 
was to be made with the object of driving to 
sea the remnant of. the Russian fleet from 
the present shelter in East port. The Jap- 
anese assault will be directed against the 
strong forts on the west of Port Arthur, 
which command every part of the harbor. 
At present the imprisoned shipa are safe, and 
they will try to leave before these positions 
are taken. There is great probability that 
when the crucial hour arrives the Russian 
commander will steam to sea in a forlorn 
hope of fighting his way through the Japa- 
‘nese fleet and reaching Vladivostok or 
neutral ports. 
Capt. Wirren, who succeeded Admiral 
Prince Ukhtomsky in command of the squad- 
ron is clever and ambitious. Those who 
know him declare that he may even attempt 
to surprise and attack Admiral Togo, but 
the Japanese are prepared for every possible 
movement and will not afford him a chance 
to escape. 

Escape Seems Cut Off. 

Admiral Togo has placed his ships, both 
east and west, within easy view of the en- 
trance to the port. Rear Admiral Kamimura 
has strengthened the main squadron with 
one or two ships, while Rear Admiral Uriu, 
with a number of powerful cruisers and de- 
stroyers, lies somewhere between Shanghai 
and Chefoo to prevent any possible use of 
Kiauchou or the treaty ports by the escaping 
ships. The Miao islands are the headquar- 
ters of the Japanese destroyérs and torpedo 
boats. The smoke of these watchful “ thun- 
der fish,“ as the Chinese call them, is seen 
in every part of the gulf. 

The escape of the Port Arthur ships into 
the Pacific seems impossible, but their land 
locked harbor may continue to shield them 
until the arrival of the Baltic fleet, which is 
regarded as a serious menace to the Japanese 
command of the sea. It is this menace which 
has determined the Japanese to destroy at 
all costs and without delay the Russian naval 
force now lying at Port Arthur. 


STORY OF THE BATTLE. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

CHEFOO, Sept. 25.—According to news 
from Chinese sources, the attack on Port 
Arthur, which began last Monday and is 
still going on, has resulted thus far in the 
besiegers capturing several important posi- 
tions, enabling them to threaten me Russian 
possession of large forts guarding the north, 
northeast, and northwest sections of the 
fortress. 

It is stated that three important forts and 
six smaller ones have been taken by the 
Japanese, the smaller ones being between 
Shushiyen and Ehlungshan. 


Japs Lose 3,000 Men. 

Chinese information places the Japanese 
losses under 8,000 for the three days fighting, 
and this comparatively small casualty list is 
due to the excessive care used by the Japa- 
nese in making their preparations for the 
advance. 

Russian sources, however, claim to have 
information that the Japanese losses were 
unusually severe, amounting to fully three 
tomes the number mentioned above. ) 

Possſbly the most important capture dur- 
ing the three. days’ fighting was that of Fort 
Kouropatkin, which, while of minor value 
with regard to preventing the entrance into 
the town of the Japanese, had been ‘con- 
structed for the purpose of pro‘tecting the 
source of the garrison’s water supply. The 
control of this water supply is now in the 
hands of the Japanese. 


Battle Began on Sept. 19. 

The battle began before daybreak on Sept. 
19. At this hour the citizens and the garrison 
of Port Arthur, after the enjoyment of weeks 
of com @ security, awoke to the thun- 
derous reports of artillery along the line ex- 
tending from the west of Itz mountains to 
Rihlung and Kikwan mountains. 

This was but a preface to the assault, which 
was destined to result in the capture of three 
new and important Russians positions, to- 
gether with six small but annoying forts 
lying between Shushiyen and Rihlung moun- 
tain. 

During the day and night of the 19th and 
until noon of the 20th the bombardment con- 
tinued without cessation, and the many 
shells falling from quarters which previously 
had been silent, made it obvious that the 
Japanese had at least succeeded either in 


mounting many heavy guns in new positions 
or in strengthening their old positions. Thed 


* 
* 


infantry fighting duri perio l was com- 
paratively trivial. 

At noon on Sept. 20 the Japanese right and 
center, the former being to the west and the 
latter to the east of the railroad, commenced 
the advance. The troops made use of the 
trenches and in frequent natural cover that 
lay in their way. 

The small forts to the south of Shushiyen 
resisted this advance but briefly, their gar- 
risons not being strong numerically. Since 
the beginning of the bombardment the ar- 
tillery fire from Fort Kouropatkin had been 
growing steadily weaker, and, it having be- 
come apparent that it had been practically 
silenced, the Japanese assaulted the fort. 

Fort Kouropatkin is situated to the south 
of Palichwang and to the northeast of the 
parade ground on a low hill. It derives its 
name from the time when Gen. Kouropatkin 
inspected it, pointed out the weakness of the 
position, and ordered that it be strengthened 
as far as possible because of the necessity 
of protecting the water supply. 

While situated in the chain of main forts, 
Fort eee = never has been as strong 
as th ers, and after severe fighting it 
fell into the hands of the Japanese. This 
capture lessens further the security of the 
fort on Rihlung mountain, which is naw 
threatened from a new quarter, as well as 
from Palichwang. 7 


Capture Another Fort. 


At 5 o’clock of the afternoon of the 20th the 
Japanese captured a supplementary fort 
which, from the lower ground, threatens the 
fort on Itz mountain. This ended the heavy 
fighting for that day, although the Japanese 
later were compelled to resist several sorties. 

During the night the heavy bombardment 
of the Russian positions continued, the Japa- 
nese fire being directed with particular vigor 
against another supplementary fort 8,000 
yards to the west of the fort on Itz mountain, 
and regarded as highly important because 
of its bearing on the Itz and Anshu mountain 
forts. 


Hand to Hand Fighting. 


The next day, after having pounded this 
position unmercifully and until its fire had 
slackened visibly, the Japanese delivered 
their assault. 

They met with a stubborn resistance. They 
were exposed to the fire of machine guns 
and rifies and they made frantic efforts to 


over trenches and embankments and tore 
down the entanglements in their path until 
at length they entered the fort. 
The Russian troops there refused to de- 
sert their position, even in the face of the su- 
perior numbers which confronted them, and 
desperate hand to hand fighting occurred 
inside the fort.

Stripped to the waist in the chill autumn 
morning the two fought. A bright sun was 
shining in De Malroy's eyes, and he dropped 
his sword several times.

Presently De Villette 
screamed loudly, *‘ I am properly pinked this 
time. He cried out in pain over a wound 
near the thumb, the sword gassing through 
a fleshy part of the hand.

Walter Scott, Leader of Mutinous Pris- 
oners, Is Shot to Death in Atchi- 
son J@l. 


Atchison, Kas., Sept. 25.—[Special.]}—Wal- 
ter Scott, Thomas Bean, Clyde Bean, and 
John Osborn, prisoners in the county jail 
here, made two desperate attempts to escape 
this afternoon. Seott was killed in the sec- 
ond attempt. 

Joseph Miller, the jailer, went into the jail- 
room at 1 o'clock to take dinner to the pris- 
oners and the fourmen attacked him.

Valdosta, Ga., Sept. 25.—[{Special.)—Be- 
cause of a difficulty over a negro, M. M. Car- 
ter, a white man. is dead and Robert Knight. 
another white man, is fatally wounded, while 
George Hodge, a negro, over whom the 
trouble originated, has been shot to death by 
friends of Carter. 

The tragedy occurred at Naylor, about six 
miles from here, last night.

Even after the 
negro was dead the fusillade was continued 
until the body was cut to pieces by bullets.

SWEEPING ORDER IN NEW YORE 


ROMAN CATHOLIC DIOCESE. 


Restoration of Gregorian Music Wher- 
ever Possible Is Recommended in 
Compliance with Wish of Pope Pius 
X.—Many Abuses Found to Exist Are 
Potnted Out and Remedies Given— 
Boys to Sing Whenever Soprano or 

« Contralto Voices Are Wanted. 


New York, Sept. 25.—The commission of 
clerics and laymen appointed by Archbishop 
Farley of the diocess of New York to carry 
out the Instructions of Pius X. regarding 
changes in the music of liturgical functions 
of the Roman Catholic church has made its 
report, and the archbishop has ordered that 
this report shall form for this diocese the law 
rela tine to music at all liturgical functions. 


Text of the Report. | 

The report as adopted and approved says: 

“It ie evident from careful study of the 
instruction of the holy father, 

1.— That he requires the Gregorian music 
to be restored in every church to its high 
place of honor during the liturgical services, 
and that especially the proper of the mass 
and the antiphons, etc., of the vespers be 
rendered according to the same. 

*“*2.—That in theordinary or common of the 
mass, and for the psalms of vespers, while 
the Gregorian is to be preferred, the Pales- 
trinan, or even the modern style of music, 
may be used, provided the latter be sfrictly 


religious and ecclesiastical in character and | 


the music corresponds with the words of the 
Hturgical text without oméentons, inversions, 
repetitions, 


vain 
“8.—That the music be such as not to at- 
tract too much to itself the attention of the 
hearers, so as to become a source of distrac- 
tion from the divine service, to which it 
must be entirely subservient as an aid to 
devotions. 

**4.—That boy choirs take the place of so- 
prano and contralto singers in our churches. 
Whenever it is desired to employ the voices 
of sopranos and contraltos these parts must 
be taken by boys, according to * most 
ancient usages of the church. 


Abuses to Be Eliminated. 

“In order that the will of the sovereign. 
pontiff be carried out as Tar as practicable 
in the churches of this diocese the following 
abuses wherever found are to be eliminated: 

“1. The singing of pieces in a language 
other than Italian during a liturgical func- 
tion; for example, during high mass and 
vespers, and between the requiem and the 
absolution. 3 

2. Adaptations of Latin words to songs, 
arias, or concerted pieces borrowed from 
operas or other secular sources. 

“3. The use of masses in which the Kyrie, 
Gloria, etc., are divided into separate com- 
plete movements not necessarily having 
musical connection with one another or in 
which are interspersed long organ preludes 
or interludes. 

“4. The use of compositions in which the 
words are transposed, omitted, or unduly 
repeated, and in which rests are interpolated 
between syllables of a word. 

“5. The use of a music whose style in either 
the vocal part or the accompaniment is sug- 
gestive of the concert or the theater. 

“6. The vespers pslams composed di con- 
certo,’ that is In several complete and inde- 
pendent movements. 


Voices Should Not Contrast. 

“7. The use of those settings of the ‘ tan- 
second are in contrast, for example, the 
one too slow, the other too quick move- 
ment. 

“8. The accompaniment of the organ to 
the preface, the paternoster, ite missa, est, 
during high mass. 

“9. Long interludes or intermezzos, espe- 
clalty of a profane character. 

10. The omission of any part prescribed 
to be sung at high mass or vespers. Hence 
the proper is to be sung in Gregorian chant 
or else cited recto tono by one or several 
voices until the choir is trained to sing it 
correctly. When the proper vespers cannot 
be sung because of the inability of the choir, 
‘the complete liturgical vespers, or the Holy 
Name, or the Blessed Virgin should be given.“

At Hinedale, Downer’s Grove, 
and Hillside the storm reached ite fiercest 
stage, and in Hillside the wind uprooted 
large trees and wrecked barns, out houses, 
and lighter structures, 

In Hinsdale telegraph and telephone poles 
were blown down, and the danger from the 
charged res caused officials of the town 
to shut off the supply, leaving the city streets 

residences in darkness. 
and Oak Park many basements were flooded. 


Much Damage in Lawndale. 


and porches being carried away and windows 
broken. Two houses were blown down, but 
none of the inmates was injured. 

The police of both Lawndale and the Hin- 
man street districts were summoned, and 
patrol wagons and ambulances from both 
stations were sent to Lawndale, as it was 
feared that many persons had been Injured.

Many Wires Are Down. 

The wires of the telegraph companies suf-

| direction when the storm had abated. Before 
morning most of the long distance wires of 
The telephone company were working. 

In South Chicago lightning shattered the 
roof of a building at 8807 Exchange avenue 
and started a fire in the structure occupied 
by the family of Andrew Ganick. In Harvey 
the home of William Odell was lifted from 
its foundations and partly overturned. The 
roof of the home of Samuel Daniels in the 
same town was carried away by a gust of 


Aurore, and Batavia suffered 
from high winds, that played havoc with 
electric wires. The rain amounted almost to 
a cloudburst. Lightning also did much 
damage, and west of Batavia several fires 
could be seen after the storm.

times—the commanding issue now before the 
people of the union.” This strong expres- 
sion was called forth by the national ex- 
penditures for the year 1875, which amounted 
to $274,000,000—a situation which, in the opin- 
fon of a majority of our people, justified an 
imperative demand for reform in the admin- 
istration of public affairs. As the expendi- 
tures of the last fiscal year amounted to the 
enormous total of $582,000,000, it is evident 
that a thorough investigation of the public 
service and the immediate abandonment of 
us and extravagant expenditures are 
more necessary now than they were then. 
This astounding increase is out of all pro- 
portion to the increase of our population, and 
finds no excuse from whatever aspect we 
view the situation. The national democratic 
platform declares that “large reductions 
can easily be made in the annual expendi- 
tures of the government without impairing 
the efficiency of any branch of the public 
service.“ Can there be any doubt of the 
accuracy of this statement? Between the 
expenditures of the year 1886, amounting

000, there is a difference so great as to excite 
alarm in the breasts of all thoughtful men. 
Even excluding the sum of $50,000,000 paid 
for the Panama canal rights and to the state 
of Panama, the expenditures ofghe last fiscal 
year exceeded the sum of §532 „000, being 
more than double the expenditures of the 
government for all purposes during the first 
year of Mr. Cleveland’s administration. 


Enormous Republican Expenses. 
The expenses of the first four years suc- 
ceeding the last democratic administration 
amounted to the enormous average of $511,- 
000,000 per year. This large expenditure was 
due to a considerable extent to the cost of 
the Spanish-American war, which occurred 
during that period, but the termination of 
that war brought no relief to the treasury, 
for the average annual expenses of the gov- 
ernment, during’ the three subsequent years 
ending June 30, 1904, were about $518,000,000, 
which is the largest sum hitherto reached, 
during a like period, since the close of the 
civil war. 

This draft upon the revenues of the country 
has had the effect which might have been 
anticipated, and now we have presented the 
reverse of the situation, which led to the 
famous observation, “It is a condition, 
and not a theory, which confronts us,” for, 
although the present incumbent found at the 
clase of the first fiscal year during which 
he assumed control of the administration a 
surplus of receipts over expenditures of more 
than $91,000,000, there was an excess of ex- 
penditures over receipts at the close of tho

And the minority was 
right. The liberality, patriotism, and na- 
tional pride of the people should not be made 
an excuse for waste of the public funds, 
Official extravagance is official crime. 


Republicans Evade Inquiry. 


There is not a sentence in the republican 
platform recommending a reduction in the 
expenditures of the government; not a line 
suggesting that the increase in the cost of 
the war department from $34,000,000 in 1886 
to $115,000,000 in 1904 should be inquired into; 
and not a paragraph calling for a thorough 
Investigation of those departments of tha 
government in which dishonesty has been 
recently disclosed. 

The people, howevem can by their votes, 
if they desire it, order such an Investigation 
and inaugurate a policy of economy and re- 
trenchment. It is safe to say that this will 
not be accomplished by indorsing at the polls 
the republican majority of the house of repre- 
sentatives which refused the investigation 
and made the appropriations, nor by contin- 
uing in power the administration which made 
the disbursements. 

Reform in expenditures must be had in 
the civ litary, and naval establishments 
in orderythat the national expenditures may 
be brought to a basis of peace and the gov- 
ernment maintained without recourse to the 
taxes of war. -

I shall strive to remember 
that he may serve his party best who serves 
his country best. 

If it be the wish of the people that I under- 
take the duties of the presidency, I pledge 
myself, with God's help, to devote all my 
powers and energy to the duties of this 
exalted office.
